You can be a successful song Ieader All you need 
are a few supyestions on how to lead songs. Your 
voice? Don’t worry about it You dont have to have 
a voice like that of a crooner or an operatic star And 
never apologize about: your voice It's easy and it’s 
fun to dead songs, Just follow these hints and before 
you know it you w Tbe a song leader 


1. Mist) lel off with a song that everybody 
hKinows Announce the name and the tune (if tt 
mat an Guimal song) 


2. Stip tac fist few bars yourself—or sing the en- 
tre nant. “This will give the pitch and the proper 
tempo. Tl ticre is a piano and a pianist or a 
record yr of the song, use them to help you along. 


3. Then start the song. How? Tell your group that 
you wil sing the first few words—then when 
you pive the signal (such as a simple down mo- 


tion with your hands), they are all to start 
singing together. 


What about hand motions? Start with simple up 
and down motions. Then use these motions to 
keep time with the rhythm and the syllables of 
the words as they are sung. The move: 
ment of your hands should indicate those notes 
that are to be prolonged or quickened In the same 
way, raise or lower your hands to regulate the 
volume. Get into the proper swing and rhythm. 
Put your personality and pep into it. Put your 
whole body into song leading. 


Insist on quality, not volume. Expect everybody 
to sing. 


Use songs that fit the occasion. Start with lively 
songs and end your program with something in- 
spirational, in the mood of your meeting climax. 
Intersperse them with other features of your 
program. 


Songs should be taught in the weekly den meet- 
ing, using songbooks only until the words are 
learned. Everybody should be ready for some real 
singing at the monthly pack meeting. 


If your first song doesn t come up to. your expec- 
tations, ‘kid your group along. Dont repri- 
mand For instance, try some competition. Put 
Dens 1 and 2 against Dens 3 and 4—or boys 
against parents—or mothers against dads. Use 
only one song in this competition. It should be 
short. Then, when everyone is in the proper 
spirit, have them sing the song together again, 


In smial groups, formal leadership is not always 
Hecewmary. Someone just shirts a@ song ane every 
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one joins in naturally This method 1s often 
desirable and very enjoyable. 


A song leader must break the 1ce, particularly 
with a new group. Do things that will break 
down the reserve and get everyone in a good 
group spirit. Here are several suggestions

At the beginning of your first song period, an- 
nounce that you want to see if the group can 
do things together Ask a Cub Scout to stand 
in front of the group and throw his necker- 
chief into the air and then catch it Have him 
do this several times. Tell the group that they 
can yell as long as the neckerchief is in the 
air, but must stop instantly when the necker- 
chief is caught. Suggest such words as ‘yip- 
pec, ‘wahoo, Akela,” ‘Wolf, “Bear,” 

Lion, animal calls, etc. Everyone should yell 
something different, 


Then, tell the proup that you would like to get 
toy know tacny better You say, Hi, Cub 
Scouts, the ask them to repeat together (and 
laud), Hl, Jun (use name of song leader) 


‘Vell the proup that after much study you 
hive teduced the art of singing to a few 
simile exercises, the mastery of which will 
nike wnyone a singer Explain that the three 
linte Vent sounds are oh, “ah, and 
"eee Help them to visualize and dramatize 
these xite tones and sounds, see illustrations. 
Raise your arms in a circle above your head 
with your mouth open in the shape of a 
circle to represent “oh.” “Ah is made by 
opening your mouth vertically as far as pos- 
sible with one arm straight up and the other 


down. ‘Eee’ is made by placing boty hands 
at the lips and, as if pulling a string, 
straighten them out horizontally ‘Vhe mouth 
should form the same shape, showing the 
teeth. Explain that the sounds must accom- 
pany the action. After a little practice, siy, 
“Let’s have an examination—you make the 
motions and sounds and I'll just make the 
motions.” Start in the order oh, “ah, and 
eee. Speed up the motions and you ll see 
how it ends in a terrible mix-up with you 
waving your arms around wildly and the 
crowd trying to follow Explain how this 
shows the importance of following a song 
leader’s directions. 


d. Now, tell the group that you have often won- 
dered if they know how to follow hand mo- 
tions of a song leader. Use this idea as a 
demonstration. Tell them that when your 
hands are low, voices should be soft and deep, 
and as your hands are raised, voices should 
gradually become louder and reach a higher 
pitch. Have them repeat the word “sh-h-h” 
while you move your hand as shown. 


e. Now you are ready to try something musical. 
Have the group hum or ‘“‘da-da_ the tune of 
“Yankee Doodle. After they have finished 
that, have the group clap out the same tune, 
reminding them that everyone must end to- 
gether If someone should add an extra clap 
at the end, put one group against the other as 
suggested in paragraph 8.
